100 States, where it is clearly perceived and boldly avowed, 
the argument for slavery necccssarily involves the 
rightlhlness of importing slaves from Africa, and that the 
jnohibition of the latter is a virtual impeachment of the 
ibrnier. This view of the case U presented with great clear- 
ooss and force by the Hon. L. W. Sprait, in a letter to the 
Charleston J/fretiry, fr-om which we prAent the lollowiog 
extracts.] 

Ths Sonth is now in the formation of a tlave 
Republic. This, perhaps, is not admitted generally. 
There are many contented to believe that the South, 
as a geographical section, is in mere assertion of its 
iDdependence ; that it is instinct with no especial 
truth—pregnant of no distinct social nature ; that, 
for some unaccountable reason, the two sections have

become established, the one at the North and the 
other at the South. Society is essentially different 
from government—as different as is the nut from the 
bur, or the nervous body of the shell-fish from the 
bony structure which surrounds it; and within' this 
government two societies had become developed, 
variant in structure and distinct in form as any t 

S in animated nature. The one is-a society com- 
of one raesj the other of two races. The one is 
together but by the two great social relations 
of husband and wife and parent and child; the other 
by the three relations of husband and wife, and 
parent and child, and master and slave. The one 
embodies in its political structure the principle that 
•qoality lh i1m> r^ht of man; the'oAcr that it is Jhc 
right of equals only. The due eiJiW59jfinjj'tl«e 
pie that equality is the right of mhir -expands uc^ 
the horizontal plane of pure democracy; the otlier, 
embodying the principle that it is not the right of 
man, but of equals only, has taken to itself the 
rounded form of a social aristocracy. In the one 
there is hireling labor, in the other slave labor; in 
the one, therefore, iu theory at least, labor is volun¬ 
tary ; in the other involuntary; in ths labor of the 
one there is the elective franchise, in tlie other there 
is not; and, as labor is always in excess of direction, 
in the one the power of government is only with the 
lower classes; in the other with the upper. In the 
one, therefore, the reins of government come from the 
heels, in the other from the head of the society; in 
the one it is guided by the worst, in the other by the 
best, intelligence; in the one it is from those who 
have the least, in the other from those who have the 
greatest, stake in the continuance of existing ord». 
m the one the pauper laborer has the power to rise 
and appropriate by law the goods protected by the 
State—when pressure comes, as come it must, there 
will he the motive to exert it—and thus the ship of 
State turns bottom upwards. In the other there is 
DO pauper labor with power of rising; the ship of 
State has the ballast of a disfranchise class: liiere 
is no possibility of political upheaval, therefore, and 
it is reasonably certain that, so steadied, it will sail 
erect and onward to an indefinitely distant period. _ • 
Such are some of the more obvious differences in 
form and constitution between these two societies 
which had come into contact within the limits of the 
recent Union. And perhaps it is not the least 
remarkable, in this connection, that while the one, a 
shapeless, organless, mere mass of social elements in 
no definite relation to each other, is loved and eulo-1 
Sissd, and stands the ideal of the age, the other 
comely, and proportioned with labor and direction,

Wo may shrink from recognition ol 
fee fact; we may decline to admit _ fee source of our 
authority; refuse to slavery an invitation to fee table 
which she herself has so bountifully spread ; but not 
for feat will it remain jiowerless or unbonored. It 
may be abandoned by Virginia, Maryland, Missouri ; 
South Carolina herself may refuse to espouse it. The 
hireling laboter from the North and Eurora may 
drive. It frost our seaboard As fee South shall 
Aicnme the «D't^ df her «r*rn trade, the laetropolis 
of her oww ODH^terce, tbo paupey population ot the 
world will pour upon us. It may replace our slaves 
upon fee seaboard, as it has replaced them in fee 
Irorthern States; but concentrate in fee States upon 
fee Gulf it will make its stand, condensed to fee 
point at which fee labor of fee slave transcends tlte 
want of agriculture, it will flow to other objects; it 
will lay its giant grasp upon still other departments 
of industry ; its every step will be exclusive ; it wUl 
be unquestioned lord of each domain on which it 
enters. Wife that perfect economy of resources, that, 
just application of power, that concentration of forces, j 
feat security of order which results to slavery from 
fee permanent direction of its best intelligence, there

There is 
still ■'foreign pauper Ubor ready to supply their 
place. Maryland, Virginia, Kentucky, Missosri. 
possibly Tennessee and N ortb Carolina, may lose their 
slaves, as New York, Pent^lvania, and New Jersey 
have done. In that condition they most recommence 
the contest. There is no avoiding that necesrity. 
The systems cannot mix; and feus it is thru slavery, 
like the Thracian bone retnrning from the field of 
victory, still bean a master on bis back ; and,having 
achieved one reeolulion to escape democraeg st me 
North, it must sliU achieve another to esoegw it at the 
South. That it will oltimately triumph none can 
donbt. It will becoms redeemed and vindicated, and 
the only question now to be determined is, shall 
there be another revolution to that end T It is not 
necessary. Slavery within the secedii^ States at 
least is now emancipated if men put forward as its 
agents have intrepidity to realize the fact and act 
uptm it. It is flw to choose its Constitution and iu 
p^icy. and von and otbere are now elected to the 
high office of that determination. If yon shall elect 
slavery, avow it and affirm it; not as an existing feet. 

' t as a living principle of social order, and assert 
right, not to toleration only, but to erttension and 
to political recognition among fee nations of the 
earth. If, in short, you shall own slavery as the 
source of your authority, and act for it, and erect, m 
you are commissioned to erect, not only a Southern, 
but a slave Republic, fee work will be accomplished.

Bct do not misinterpret my religious—and, it may he, 
idolatrous—love of the nation, whose ideal has been to 
me like a morning star since boyhood. The fear of I 
civil war is nothing compared to the shame and guilt of 
concession to the Slave Power. If only by the dissolu¬ 
tion of the body of the nation its spirit can have free 
course and he glorified, then let ns calmly meet the 
struggle.

Ox Friday, December 7, 1860, the car which, but a 
short time before, had home the festive escort of the 
Prince of Wales through the heart of Massachusetts, 
stood waiting to receive a funeral company. Slowly 
gathered within its courtly shelter the gray-haired 
woman, the bent and tremhUug man, tlie popular 
preacher, fresh from a European tour, the faithful 
workers in a despised cause, and, as accident would 
have it, the orator whose lips are always moist with the 
dew of Hy bla. A stranger, looking upon that gathering, 
not undistinguished even to the careless eye, would have 
wondered for whom they wept. Could it be for some 
high officer, some wise man grown old in the service of 
literature or the State ? 

They wore no formal mourning ; no badge fluttered 
from the arm or waved from the hat of those whose 
darkened eyes and quivering Ups bespoke hearts deeply 
touched. i?hcn the quiet car reached the old town of 
Worcester, however, it was no broad mansion-house 
that received the company ; only a modest home, in a 
retired street; and it was round the coffin of a woman, 
stiU young, and whose worn features bore traces of 
great bcau^, that they stood reverently uncovered. 

The crowd of those who had sssembled, in this incle- 

ent season, to do her honor, was too great for comfort. 
Soon the daylight was shut out from the wasted gaannent 
that the busy soul had worn threadbare ; strong men 
lifted the heavy bier, “sad with the weight of 
thoughts," and after it trailed like a Blackened thread 
; procession. It was strange to see how many 
foUowad. and how their eyes moistened as they 
looked their last, and mattered. “ There was never a 

As the procession entered the church, the lifted eye 
caught a glimpse of a flowery cross, hung high above 
and sweet tea-roses shadowed 
forth the outline, and this symbol of human love and 
agony was veiled by breezy sprays of white and green.

cost. And until the people, in its sovereign capacity, has 
destroyed the Constitation and dissolved the Union, tee 
the President and Coi^ress. and God 
defend the right!" This, as I understand it, is the 
course approved by leading RepnbUcans and by the 
President elect. It is, I am confident, the only course 
which will meet the approval of an oolooking world 
and of posterity. It is the coarse of principle, of honor, 
of humanity. -And if civil and servile war must accom¬ 
pany and be incident to the accomplishment of this 
poUcy, then, I repeat, we must calmly meet that terrible 
trial. It will come in the movements of a righteous 
Providence, and must be borne—with as much cheerful 
magnanimity, as much fraternal forbear-1 
ance and readiness to forgive and forget, as msy be. 
This, however, is very clear, that if the Secessionists 
open the war there must be no more peace tin the last 
fetter is broken, and all our enslaved brethren are wel- 
imed as fellow-freemen. 

As regards Mr. Seward’s course, the generally ac¬ 
cepted explanation on this side tho water is, that he has 
wished to gain time, to allow popular passions to grow 
calm, before the border States should commit them¬ 
selves to a decision. But liighly as his sagaci^ is 
appreciated, it is thought that his subtlety hss betrayed 
him. And however temperate and conciliatory it 
hoved him, in his responsible position, to bo, it does 
look statesmanlike to embolden opponents to make 
intolerable and utterly inadmissible demands, by appa¬ 
rent timidity. The Senator from New York has done 
too msiiy brave acts, and spoken too many high-minded, 
far-seeing words, however, to make it credible that ho 
will throw away as splendid an opportunity to save a 
great nation as ever was oflered to man, in foolish 
panic. I do not comprehend his present course, and 
have lost confidence in hU singleness and stability of 
political aims; but we must wait awhile before we 
judge him. One of his views apparently is, that if he 
keep the border slave States in the Union, tho new 
Administration can dictate terms to the secedors. But 
it looks to me, at this distance, as if, by being too anxious 
for the mere external means of a powerful policy, he 
hod allowed the very essence and riial energy of that 
policy to expfre. We s^;aQ see. If so, the President's 
position will become yc^-nere diffiouU, from e o mpl ws-1 
lions with fee bordev Statin, ffis heave, simple epirit 
will save him fWlm the magic UiusioM of tho capital, 
may be sure. Apd if he stands firm, a new era of 
national redemption will open. Never so much as now 
I convinced that tho stern alternative presented hy 
Providence is this: universal emancipation by the com¬ 
mon sacrifice and at the common cost of the nation, 
or civil, servile and foreign war. Heaven grant our first 
Republican President the wisdom and energy to initiate 
tlio only pacific • policy, in Delaware, Maryland and 
Missouri, at least, and if possible in 'Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and North Carolina also. Then all will fol¬ 
low inevitably, until in deed and in truth the United 
States of America becomes a Union of freemen, and of | 
freemen only. 

I never could believe in dear Theodore Parker’s 
gloomy forebodings. It seemed to me that Providence, 
and the spirit of humanity, and the whole tendencies of 
ilized policy and international commerce conspired 
ensure a peaceful cooperation of the free States with 
the slave States, to transform the slaves into freemen 
with liberal justice to all parties. It is clear
